Mr. Churchill on Air Risks 

The Right Hon. Winston Churchill, 
first lord of the admiralty, was the 
guest of the Royal Aero club at their 
annual dinne. held a few nights ago 
at the Savoy hotel, London. In the 
course of his speech, Mr. Churchill 
said: “The risk of flying is very 
greatly exaggerated. Since I have 
been at the admiralty many more 
lives have been lost in the submarines 
than in the air service. Though there 
is an element of risk in flying it is 
not undue or excessive. 

We are talking as hopefully—more 
hopefully—of flying the Atlantic as 


people talked four years ago of fiy- 
ing the channel. I am bound to say 
I think an attempt to fly the Atlantic 
is in present circumstances prema- 
ture, and an undue element of risk 
appears to be attached to any such 
enterprise; but the progress has been 
enormous, and we cannot doubt that 
in the near future we shall see heavy 
aeroplanes and great airships making 
voyages as a matter of common ex- 
perience Which nowadays we should 
look upon as a most extraordinary 
accomplishment. 

This new art and science of flying 
is one in which Great Pritain ought 
to be able to show itseif—I do not 
say supreme in numbers, but 
supreme in quality. It affords a fair- 
er field for the emulation of youth 
than many of the games which make 


up our international contests. For 
centuries people have talked and 
dreamed about fiying.

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


Those Who Are and Are Not Eligible 
to the House of Commons. 

The British parliament consists of 
the king (or queen regnant), the lords 
spiritual and temporal and the com 
mons, The crown virtually appoints 
the lords spiritual, and the peerages of 
the lords temporal have been created 
by the crown, but the members of the 
house of commmons are elected. 

Every male British subject of full 
age and sound mind It» eligible unless 
he is a peer, a member of the clergy of 
| the Roman Catholic church, the Church 
| of England or the Church of Scotland, 
a judicial officer, a bolder of an office 
| under the crown which bas been cre- 
ated since 1705 or a pensioner from the 
| crown. 
| A member of the house of commons 

holds office antil the dissolution of par- 
| Hament by proclamation under the 
great seal. The king summons parlia- 

ment to meet and prescribes the time 

, and place of its meeting, prorogues 
and dissolves it and commands the 
| writ for the election of members to 
| the bouse of commons. The present 
statute law exacts the meeting of par 
Hament once in three years, but the 
annual voting of supplies bas super- 
seded obsvlete statutes. 

In addition to the general elections 
| held after the dissolution of a parlia- 
ment, there are byelections, occurring 
| when a seat has become vacant by the 
| death of a member, by his succession 
to the peerage or by bis acceptance of 
office under the crown

SOME CHRISTIAN STORIES May. 
HAVE COME FROM EAST. 


Recent Researches Show That Psalms 
of the Brethren and Psalms of 
the Sisters In the Scriptures of 
Oriental Faith Parallel and Ante. 
date Incidents Thought To Be 
Peculiarly Christian Ones. 


Interesting evidence that the Bud- 


dhist writings contain stories and 
parables that are repeated in the 
Christian Gospels is discussed in a re- 
cent article by A, J. Edmunds, who 
with Mr. Anesaki, a Japanese schol- 
ar, has been making an exhaustive 
comparison of Christian and Buddhist 
scriptures, and has tabulated the re- 
sult in a monumental work entitled 
“Christian and Buddhist Gospels.” 

Buddha, founder of the Buddhist 
religion, 
years before the Christian era. 
the suggestion of the theological 
magazine means that part of what 
we regard as Christian teachings or- 
iginated with Buddha. 

These Buddhistic teachings are 
found in “The Psalms of the Breth- 
ren,” “‘The Psalms of the Sisters” 
and a “‘Compendium of Philosophy,” 
three very ancient Buddhist works 
that have just been translated into 
English by Mrs. Rhys Davids. 

“The Psalms of the Brethren” con- 
tains sayings ascribed to Buddha, and 
is said to have been written not later 
than 250 B. C. 

Here is one passage which paral- 
lels a famous sentence in the New 
Testament. A nun was persistently 
tempted by a libertine and plucked 
out her eye. “There!” she exclaimed, 
“take your eye,” and gave it to him. 
“One cannot help being haunted by 
the suspicion,” says The Theological 
Review, “that this story became as 
legends 
which we now know to have been 
translated into the vernaculars of the 
Parthian Empire, the buffer state be- 
tween Palestine and India. Why 
should not the story have been 
familiar to him who said: ‘If thine

These Buddhist works also tell a 
story of a “penitent thief’’ and a 
“beloved disciple,’’ both of which sug- 
gest the corresponding figures in the 
The story of the 


ticularly close resemblance to that of 
the Gospels. The reviewer explains 
this by the fact that the Buddhist 
writings were translated into the lan- 
guage of Persia, which was the favo- 
rite means of communication in the 
the Apostles between 
Palestine and India and the farther 
countries of the East. It is possible, 
the writer suggests, that the people 
of the Holy Land were quite familiar 
with Buddhism. 

“Certain it is,’ he writes, ‘that so 
early as 2 B.C. the Buddhist ‘Sutras’ 
were translated into a vernacular. 
This vernactlar was not Chinese, for 
the ‘Annals’ declare that the religion, 
though known in China then, was 
not believed in. Moreover, the verna- 
cular translation was presented to a 
Chinese official by an ambassador 
from the great Yue-chi that people 
whose coins have come down to us 
with Greek on one side and Pali on 
the other. Was the vernacular Greek 
itself? Probably not. More likely it 
was Tokharish or Sogdian, known to 
have been used by that people. Spe- 
cimens of Buddhist books in both 
tongues have been found in Central 
Asia. And both were current in por- 
tions of the great Parthian empire. 

“Such being the case, we need not 
be astonished if Luke and John had 


‘heard of two towering characters in 


, these ‘Psalms of the Monks,’ 


} 


viz., the 
Penitent Thief and the Beloved Dis 
ciple. Yes, here they both are, as 
large * as life. Indeed, their absence 
would raise doubts as to the anti 
quity and genuineness of the 
‘Psalms,’ so prominent are these char- 
acters in the oldést books and sculp 
tures. Quite the reverse would be the 
case with the gospels. Were we to 
find a recension of Luke without the 
Penitent Thief we should say at once, 
‘That looks like an earlier edition.’ 
And why? Because Luke has to do 
violence to the text of his master 
Mark, to get the story into the Gospel 
at all. Compare the synoptic narra- 
tives: 

‘And they that were crucified 
with him reproached him.’ (Si. 
Mark, chap. xv., verse 32.) 

“ ‘and the robbers also that wers 
crucified with him cast upon 
Him the same reproach.’ Si 
Matthew, chap, xxvii, verse 44. 

“*And one of the malefacto: 
which were hanged railed o 
him... 
ed and, rebuking him, said... 
(St. Luke, chap. xxix., verse 
39-40.) 

“Why is Luke so anxious to in 
troduce this character at varian: 
with the older tradition? The answe: 
is that he was a student of religio: 
and in the Syrian metropolis, whic 
was the terminus of the Chinese sil’ 
trade, he had seen Kanishka’s coin 
which even now are found from India 
to Sweden. Upon these coins kk 
had seen the name of Buddha in 
Greek letters. 

“He had inquired who this Bud- 
dba was, and had found that he was 
the founder of a missionary religion 
of love and foregiveness, whose scrip- 
tures were being translated into 
Sogdian and Tokharish, two verna- 
eulars of the neighboring Parthian 
empire. Scenes from these scriptures 
were being carved on temple gates in 
that empire, which ancient geogra- 

hy shows us was studded with a 
ong line of hotels from Luke's own 
city to the Hindu frontier. He could 
not escape this knowledge in that 
great international metropolis. As a 
t and an evangelist he made it bis 
usiness to adapt the new Christian 
religion to the Gentile world, The 
Fathers of the Church are unanimous 
about this, as we all know.”

ELECTRICITY, 


And the Terms Energy, Pressure, In« 
tensity and Quantity. 

What ts electricity? 

The question was put directly to Dr, 
Charles Proteus Steinmetz, the famous 
exvert, in the hope that he—than whom 
ho one knows more about It—might be 
able if not to tell what it ts at least to 
give a definite idea of what it may ba 
Dr. Steinmetz replied: 

“Electricity is a loose term, need mis- 
cellaneously in referring to all matters 
electrical. 

“To give {t definite meaning one 
must know whether reference is made 
to electrical energy, electrical pressure, 
electrical intensity or electrical quan- 
tity. 

“Electrical quantity (represented tn 
the electrical current) {e generally as- 
sumed by scientists to be a substance 
with atomical structure, the unit of 
which is the electron. 

“Electrical pressure fs meant tn te 
ferring to the voltage. Electrical in- 
tensity ts the voltage per unit lengths. 

“Magnetism is a similar term, which 
does not mean anything to the scien- 
tist Two pieces of steel may have ex- 
actly the same structure as far as act 
ence can determine, and yet one may 
contain magnetic quantity and the oth- 
er be without it, or the two may con- 
tain the same amount of magnetic 
quantity and have different magnetic 
intensity. Quantity times intensity 
equals energy 

“There may be the same quantity of 
water In two pipes and different pres- 
sure, or there may be the same pres- 
sure and different quantity. If water, 
the liquid, water pressure and water 
power were all loosely called water we 
should have the same confusion that 
the words electricity and magnetiem 
euggert to the scientist.” 

“Is there such a thing as electricity?” 
he was asked 

“l cannot state positively that elee 
trical quantity fs a substance.” Dr. 
Steinmetz replied. “or that there ts 
} euch an atom as the electron. 1 say 
simply that this is the most commonly 
eccepted theory.”

In the post office is 
presented the highest known efficien- 
cy of service. It it already adapted 
to the transportation, collection and 
delivery of mail, money and parcels.

It 
can house the books, deliver the books 
and collect the books at an expens2 
which will astonish for cheapness. By 
means of the post office the library 
sevice of the whole couatry will be 
related.

Such a small fee is surely 
within the reach of everyone, especial- 
ly when we consider there is no more 
loss of time or expense in going to 
and from the library.

Post Office Department Issues Notice 
as to Regulations 

The post office department*has is- 
sued the following statement in re- 
gard to the parcel post service: 

“From numerous inquiries received 
from the public on the subject of par- 
cel post it would seem desirable to 
emphasize the fact that all restriec- 
tions as regards weight and delivery 
have been removed. 

“Parcel post packages may be now 
mailed up to the weight of 11 pounds. 
It had been the intention to limit the 
weight of parcel post packets to six 
pounds during the organization period 
but as the organization of the parcel 
post was quickly made, heavier par- 
cels have now been handled for some 
time, it having been determined to 
give the public the full benefit of this.
